On .one occasion at the close of an evening service, [| 
invited anyone present who was impressed with his need of 
Christ to'meet me in the inquirers’ room. 


I found a: young man there 
whom I judged to be about thirty 
years old; he was tall, intelligent, 
and would have been fine looking 
but for a cloud on his counten- 
ance. His face seemed scarred and 
furrowed, as though he had been 
through a life of battle with sin 
and care and been terribly worsted 
in the contest. 

I addressed him at once with a 
pointed inquiry and almost the 
exact words of the dialogue that 
followed have been impressed on 
my mind. 

“I take it, sir, that you are here 
to talk with me about your spirit- 
ual interest. If so, will you at 
once let me into the very heart of 
your trouble? I am acting as a 
physician to souls: tell me your 
exact and worst symptoms and I 
will do what I can to relieve them 
and help you to a cure.” 

“Well, sir,” said he, “I suppose 
you would consider my case a des- 
perate one. I am an unbeliever 
and a disbeliever—an infidel. 

“But I suppose there are some 
things you believe. You believe 
the Bible to be the Book of God?” 

“Ne, sir.” 

“You believe Jesus Christ to be 
the Son of God?” 

“No, sir.” 


‘Well, at least you believe in a 
God?” 

“There may be a God. I cannot 
say I believe there is, but there 
may be; I do not know.” 

“Then let me ask why you are 
here. I cannot waste time in 
words to no profit. I do not see 
what you want of me, if you do 
not believe in the Bible or in 
Christ and are not even sure 
there is any God.” 

“I have heard you preach to- 
night, and it seems to me that you 
must believe something—” 

“You are quite right, I assure 
you,” I interrupted. 

“And it gives you peace and 
comfort.” 

“Right again.” 

‘Well, I don’t believe anything, 
and am perfectly wretched; and if 
you can show me the way to be- 
lieve anything, and to get happi- 
ness in believing, I wish you 
would.” 

“I understand you, and I would 
risk my own salvation, if neces- 
sary, upon yours, if you will follow 
my prescription.” 

‘Well, if you can help me, do it 
quickly, for I have been carrying 
this burden as long as I can. I

Are YOU Criticizing God?

“O man, who art thou that repliest against God ?”—Rom. 


9:20. 


These words ought to awaken anyone who is not utterly 
beyond hope. Notice the first two words and the last word: “O 
man” and “God.” “O man, who art thou that repliest against 
God?” Here God and man are put in sharpest contrast, God 
in His infinite greatness and wisdom, and man in his in- 
finitesimal smallness and ignorance. And in the Greek there 
is also a strong emphasis on the “thou” “OQ MAN, who art 
thou that repliest against GOD?” It will be a happy day for 
some of us if God will brand that text upon our memories so 
that we shall never be able to forget it nor get away from it. 


“OQ man, who art thou that repliest against God?” 


The most insanely daring thing 
that any man can do, the most ex- 
ceedingly foolish thing any man 
can do, the most desperately 
wicked thing that any man can 
do, is to reply against God, to en- 
ter into controversy with God, to 
criticize God, to condemn God. Yet 
that is what many people are do- 
ing. 

When you hear a little child re- 
plying against his father or moth- 
er, getting into controversy, cri- 
ticizing, condemning, you are fill- 
ed with disgust and indignation. It 
is something not to be tolerated 
for one moment. But what is it 
for any mere human being, any 
mere creature of the dust such as 
all of us are, to reply against, to 
criticize, to enter into controversy 
with, to try to prove wrong the 
Infinite and Eternal God? It is the

“Moreover, brethren, I declare. unto you the gospel 
which I preached unto you, which also ye have received, and 
wherein ye stand; By which also ye are saved, if ye keep in 
memory what I preached unto you, unless ye have believed 
mm vain. For I delivered unto you first of all that which I al- 
so received, how that Christ died for our sins according to 
the scriptures; And that he was buried, and that he rose 
again the third day according to the scriptures. 


“And that he was seen of Cephas [that’s Peter], then of 
the twelve: After that, he was seen of above five hundred 
brethren at once; of whom the greater part remain unto this 
present, but some are fallen asleep. After that, he was seen 
of James; then of all the apostles. And last of all he was 
seen of me also, as of one born out of due time.”—I Cor. 15: 


1-8 


New Testament preachers made 
much of the resurrection, Every 
time Peter or Paul stood up to 
preach, they preached about a 
resurrected Saviour. ‘You killed 
Him,’ Peter said,-‘but God raised 
Him from the dead.’ We ought 
to preach much about a Saviour 
who is alive today, not one who 
died only, but one who rose again. 


Some people feel that the death 
of Christ is the gospel. No, no! 
There are three elements in the 
gospel, as Paul preached it. First, 
the death of Christ; second, the 
resurrection of Christ; and third, 
all of these had to be “according 
to the scriptures.” If Christ had 
died any other way, or if He had 
not risen from the dead, we would 
have no gospel. Paul says, ‘This 
is the gospel I preach, how Christ 
was buried, and that he rose 
again the third day according to 
the scriptures.’ 


This is a matter so well set- 


tled that a man would be a fool 
not to believe what the Bible 
Says about this. 

In Acts 1, the Scripture says 
that Christ came after His resur- 
rection and “by many infallible 
proofs” showed Himself alive af- 
ter His resurrection, dwelling 
with them for forty days and 
speaking of things pertaining to 
the kingdom of God. “Many in- 
fallible proofs” of Christ’s resur- 
rection. 3 

Let us imagine that Paul 
preached and said, “I saw Jesus 
on the road to Damascus, so I 
know, He is risen from the dead.” 

Somebody says, “Paul, that was 
just a vision! I don’t believe that! 
That’s just a hallucination. You 
were all wrought up, because you 
had run around killing people 
and now you’re conscience hurts 
i ee 

Paul said, “All right, I'll take 
you to Simon Peter. Peter, I want

you to tell this fellow about Jesus 
rising from the dead.” 
Peter said, “He sure did. I didn’t 


believe it at first. When the wo- 


men went to the tomb and came 
back and said the tomb was empty 
and an angel sat there on the door 
of that sepulchre and said He had 
risen from the dead—when the 
women came and told me, I didn’t 
believe it.” Then Peter said, “John 
and I ran to the sepulchre. John 
was younger than I and he out- 
ran me. He got there first and 
looked in. I came barging on up 
there. I just ran right into that

I. The Folly and Wickedness 
of Entering Into Con- 
troversy With God 


There are four facts which show 
the exceeding folly and desperate 
wickedness of replying against 
God, of entering into contro- 
versy with with God of criticiz- 
ing or condemning God. 

1, The first is the fact of the 
infinite majesty of God. Our text 
itself contrasts the infinite majes- 
ty. of God with the infinitesimal 
smallness of man. It reads, ‘‘O man 
who art thou that repliest against 
God?”’ Yes, who art thou, anyway” 
And who is God? 

You are one out of 2,000,000,000 
like yourself now inhabiting this 
globe. And what is this globe on 
which you and I live? The earth is 
so small a part of the already 
known universe that if the sun 
were hollow, you could pour into it 
1,200,000 earths like ours, and still 
there would be room enough left 
for them to rattle around in it.

Yes, the sun itself is very, very 
small in comparison with Arcturus 
and some of the other stars whose 
diameters have been recently 
measured, and there are now 
known to be more than 225,000,000 
of these great worlds we call stars 
in this universe of ours. God, with 
whom you are seeking to enter 
into controversy, seeking to criti- 
cize and condemn, made them ail. 
“He made the stars also” (Gen. 
1:16). “O man, who art thou that 
repliest against God?” 

We men in this day of increas- 
ingly successful investigation of 
the incredible, and, as it seems to 
us, practically infinite, magnitude 
of the stellar heavens are some-

live across the river. I am a law 
student, but I am so wretched, I 
cannot study or sit still. I wander- 
ed over here to-night, and heard 
the organ playing in your church, 
and went in, expecting to hear 
some fine music. I heard nothing 
but simple congregational singing, 
but curiosity led me to remain and 
hear what you'‘had to say, and one 
thing impressed me; that you have 
some faith in somebody or some- 
thing, and you are happy in be- 
lieving, and my envy of you brings 
me here.” 

I had met and conversed with 
hundreds of inquirers, but had 
never met such a case before. I 
lifted my heart to God for special 
guidance, and again he broke out 
with an exclamation: “Ifyou can 
do anything for me, I wish you 
would.” I drew my chair up close 
to this unhappy man. 

“Tell me something to read,” he 
said. 

“T would have you read nothing 
but the Bible. You have been read- 
ing too much; that is partly what 
is the matter with you. You are 
full of the misleading, plausible 
arguments of the skeptics. Read 
the Word of God.” 

“But what is the use of my 
reading the Bible when I do not 
believe it to be the Word of God? 

I turned to John 5:39, and with 
my finger on the verse slowly 
read: “Search the Scriptures: for 
in them ye think ye have eternal 
life, and they are they which test- 
ify of me.” “Now,” said I, “if that 
means anything, it means that he 
who diligently searches the Scrip- 
tures will find that they contain 
the witness to their own divine 
origin and piration and to the 
divinity of the Lord Jesus Christ.” 

“Well,” said he, “I’ll read the 
Bible; but what beside?” 

I read to him Matt. 6:6; “Enter 
into thy closet, and when thou 
hast shut thy door, pray to thy 
Father which is in secret, and thy 
Father which seeth in secret shall 
reward thee openly.” “If that 
means anything, it means that if 
you sincerely pray to God He will 
reveal Himself to you.” 
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“But of what use to pray to God 
if you don’t believe there is a 
God?” 

That was a puzzling question. 
But a thought flashed across me, 
and although I never had given 
such counsel to any man before, 
I gave utterance to it, for I felt 
guided. 

“No matter,” I replied, “provid- 
ed you are sincere. God will not 
disregard any genuine effort to 
draw near to Him. Go and pray, 
if only: ‘O God, if there be a God, 
save my soul, if I have a soul.’”’ 

“Anything more?” said he. 

“Yes;” and I opened to John 
7:17 and read: “If any man willeth 
to do his will, he shall know of 
the doctrine.” “That means that 
if you act up to whatever light 
you have, you shall have more 
light. In God’s school we never 
are taught a second lesson till we 
practice the first. ‘Then shall we 
know, if we follow on to know 
the Lord.’ 

“I have given you three texts 
already to ponder and study. I 
wish to add one more: Matt.11: 
28-30: ‘Come unto me, all ye that 
labour and are heavy laden, and 
I will give you rest,’ etc. That 
means that if you come directly 
to Jesus. He will give you rest. 
Now notice the four texts. One 
bids you to search the Scriptures; 
one to pray in secret; one to put 
in practice whatever you know; 
and the last to come to Jesus as a 
personal Saviour.” 

“Is that all?” he inquired. 

“That is all. Will you promise 
me to go and follow this simple 
prescription?” 

“T will.” | 

After kneeling in prayer to- 
gether he left me. Two weeks 
later at the close of service, I 
gave a similar invitation to in- 
quirers. The congregation was 
scarcely half out of the house 
when this same man came almost 
running towards me, his face 
beaming: “I have found God and 
Christ, and I am a happy man!” 

He sat beside me and told me 
the fascinating story. He had gone 
home that Sunday night, taken 
out from his trunk the Bible his 
mother had put there when he 
left home; had opened it and 
knelt before the unseen God. He 
simply, sincerely asked that if 
there were a God, and if the Bible 
were the Word of God, and Jesus 
Christ His Son and the Saviour of 
men, it might be shown him 
plainly. And as he read and prayed 
and sought for light, light was 
given; he humbly tried to follow 
every ray and is the light 
and the path became clearer and

sepulchre, cut out ‘in the rock, and 
Jesus wasn’t there, There were 
the graveclothes, so I knew He 
was risen.” 

But the fellow said, “I don’t be- 
lieve that. Somebody stole His 
body.” 

But Peter said, “Wait a min- 
ute! That isn’t all the story. We 
were, that evening all in the up- 
per room. We were so troubled; 
we couldn’t believe it; it seemed 
too good to be true. Suddenly 
Jesus Himself was right there in 
the midst of us. He was right 
there! We were all scared and 
thought we’d seen a ghost. Then 
Jesus said, ‘Come on, put your 
hands here. Feel of Me. See, I’m 
not a ghost, I have flesh and 
bones.’ He said, ‘Have you any- 
thing here to eat?’” Peter says, 
“We got Him some broiled fish 
and honeycomb, and He ate be- 
fore us. Yes,’ Peter said, “our 
hands have handled Him, and this 
is not a cunningly devised fable. 
We saw it, so we know.” 

“Well,” the man says, “I can’t 
believe that.” 

Paul says, “Thomas, what do 
you think about it?” 

Said Thomas, “I wouldn’t be- 
lieve it either, I told the folks 
they were all crazy. When I got 
home that day and Jesus had 
been there and I hadn’t seen Him, 
I said, ‘I don’t believe it. [ll 
never believe it. Until I put my 
fingers in the wounds in His 
hands and put my hands in the 
side where that spear went and 
see for myself, I'll never believe 
it! Somebody else is putting off 
a hoax on you!’ And so,” Thomas 
said, “the next Sunday I was 
there and Jesus came again and 
said, “Thomas, come here. Don’t 
be faithless and unbelieving. Put 
your fingers here and see.’ I put 
my fingers in the nailprints in 
His hands. I put my hands in His 
side, and I found there the wound 
where the spear went in. I felt 
Him, I heard Him talk, and I 
know it is the same living Sav- 
iour!”’ : 

The stranger may say, “Now, 
wait a minute! Do you expect me 
to believe that?” 

“All the twelve say the same 
thing.” 

“Well,” the man says, “twelve 
people, but maybe you made it 
up among you.” 

“Listen,” Paul says, “you can’t 
get by with this. There were more 
than five hundred others who 
saw Him at one time, and they 
are nearly all alive even now. 
You can go talk to them.” 

“Well,” the fellow says, “Tl 
have to give up. If there are over 
five hundred people who saw 
Him those forty days and talked 
to Him, more than five hundred 
at one time and they are, most 
of them,. still alive, T’ll have to 
believe that.” 

A man who does not believe 
that Jesus rose from the dead is 
a fool who does not want to be- 
lieve it, You see, the “many in- 
fallible proofs” of Christ’s resur- 
rection is a real thing that any- 
body with any sense can believe. 

The Supreme Court of our 
country, or the Great Court in 
Canada, or the Supreme Court 
in England would accept as ab- 
solute proof the proof that has 
already been given of the resur- 
rection of Jesus Christ. Any 


brighter, until his eyes rested in 
faith upon the Lord Jesus Christ. 

The grand remedy for all ills of 
the soul is a personal acceptance 
of Jesus as Saviour. But if there 
be an honest doubt that stands 
in the way, it may be removed 
by a sincere search into Holy 
Scriptures, a sincere drawing nigh 
unto God in prayer, and a sincere 
endeavour to live exactly accord- 
ing to the light already given. 
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scientist in the world seeking 
the great scientific fact would 
accept it as a scientifically prov- 
en, infallible fact if they had as 
much evidence as they have, that 
Christ rose from the dead. I thank 
God for these “many infallible 
proofs” of the resurrection. 

Now what is the meaning of 
the resurrection of Christ? What 
does it mean to us that Christ 
rose from the dead? 


I, Christ’s Resurrection Means 
We Have a Great High 
Priest 

First of all, it means that we 
have an all-powerful High Priest. 
We do not have a dead Christ. 
We have a living Christ. Did you 


. think that all you got when Jesus 


died- was that your sins were 
paid for? Well, we have much 
more than that. “He ever liveth 
to make intercession” for us ac- 
cording to the will of God. He is 
our Mediator. It is by Him, the 
Scripture says, that we are jus- 
tified. Christ now is a living Sav- 
iour, and so all the blessings a 
Christian can have every day: are 
because Jesus now lives as risen 
from the dead. 


Notice, first of all, that it was 
necessary for Jesus to rise from 
the dead in order to présent the 
sacrifice in Heaven. According to 
all the Old Testament types, the 
high priest once a year took the 
blood of atonement and slipped 
under that innermost veil into 
the most holy place, He had a 
basin. of blood and he sprinkled 
that blood inside the veil on the 
mercy seat, that golden plate, the 
lid of the ark of the covenant. 

Now, Christ Himself is the 
Lamb, the Passover Lamb. Christ 
Himself is the Offering. It is His 


blood that pays for sins. But who 


will be ‘tthe priest to offer it? 
Jesus said, “I was the Lamb when 
I died, but when I rise again, I 
will be the Priest.” 

When Jesus had risen from the 
dead and Mary Magdalene came 
and said, ‘Oh, dear Saviour, I am 
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so glad to see you; she would have 
caught Him by the feet, but Jesus 
said, ‘Wait, Mary. Don’t touch Me 
now. I must fulfill the plan, I 
must ascend to Heaven and pre- 
sent the sacrifice as a High 
Priest.’ Some think that means 
when He ascended forty days 
later. No, that very day when 
Jesus rose, He said, ‘I am going 
to Heaven to offer the sacrifice 
in Heaven.’ 


The picture of the temple on 
earth was only a picture or a 
model of the temple in heaven. 
The priestly work of Aaron and 
the Levites was only a model, an 
outward show anda kind of picture 
an object lesson, of the high priest- 
ly work in Heaven The blood of 
lambs and bulls and goats was only 
a pattern and picture of the 
blood of Christ! So when Christ 
died, He ascended to Heaven, to 
the right hand of the Father, and 
all the angels looked on while 
Christ there—He was the High 
Priest—presented His own blood. 
The records were all cleared for 
every sinner who would trust in 
Christ, because Christ was the 
High Priest. When He came back . 
later that night and appeared to 
the disciples, He said, ‘Come; put 
your hands on Me and see, My 
high priestly work was done’— 
that is, as far as offering the 
sacrifice, the work was done. You 
know, ‘a priest had to wash him- 
self, put on fresh linen garments, 
and so on, and Jesus said, ‘I have 
done that work as a High Priest; 
now come on and touch me. It is 
all right.’ 


-So Jesus, because He is a resur- 
rected Saviour, could complete the

I have been very 
cautious in giving them out; in 
fact, I have been rationing them 
mostly to people who profess faith 
in Christ. I do believe that we 
could give away hundreds of 
thousands to people who would 
agree to read them. I have-preach- 
ed a lot during theater intermis- 
sions in the various cities of Japan, 
and now that I know that you 
would like a wider distribution of 
these, I will give them to the 
theater attenders also. It will in-

terest you to know that I have 
never been refused to enter thea- 
ters for the purpose of presenting 
a Gospel of John and giving a 
Gospel message to the audience. 
Recently I spoke for twenty min- 
utes in a theater on Saturday, and 
was invited back by the manager 
to speak for twenty minutes at 
the Sunday morning matinee. 

The doors certainly are open 
in Japan. In my campaign last 
week in Hiroshima, we received 
the names and addresses of almost 
a thousand who professed faith in 
Christ. Each one of these converts 
was dealt with, prayed with, and 
given literature. During my former 
visit to that city, about 600 made 
professions. I was encouraged to 
find that in one service alone at 
the Christian Missionary Alliance 
Church, seventy-five people in- 
dicated that they had been con- 
verted during the previous meet- 
ings. 

However, there is still a great- 
er need for more thorough follow- 
up of these converts. We must 
not allow the seed to die. In 
most instances there are few 
suitable churches for them to at- 
tend. God has laid a heavy burden 
upon my heart to see that each 
of these converts receives a free 
gospel booklet every month or so. 
That’s why I have written to you, 
with a hope that some of your 
books could be translated, printed, 
and financed, that these seeking 
souls might have an opportunity 
to grow in the grace and know- 
ledge of the Lord. SEVEN 
SECRETS OF A HAPPY 
CHRISTIAN LIFE would un- 
doubtedly be a great help. We are 
already having the book on 
HEAVEN translated. I hope we 
ean soon start on the book on 
HELL, as well as others of your 
pamphlets. You mentioned that 
you believed that God’s people 
would back us up in the venture 
of making this literature available. 
God grant that we may challenge 
them with the need for literature 
for this nation. 

As you perhaps know, I have 
been loaned by the Evangelical 
Alliance Mission to Youth For 
Christ in Japan. I believe that our 
office could handle the translation, 
printing, and distribution of these 
books. I am traveling constantly, 
and it is my hope that we can set 
up book stands in churches, Youth 
for Christ rallies, railroad stations, 
etc. We must not only make these 
things available, but must push 
their circulation. I met Brother 
Ketchum the other day. He ‘had 
gone to a book store to find 
some books to put in the hands 
of some of his converts. He said 
he found books by Barth, Breuner, 
Stanley Jones, etc., but nothing 
suitable for a man who wants to 
grow in grace and in the know- 
ledge of the Lord Jesus Christ. 

I believe, Brother Rice, that 
God can use you to fill this great 
gap, even as he has used your tract, 
WHAT MUST I DO TO BE 
SAVED? so wonderfully in this 
nation. May I hear from you as 
to just how far we should go in 
making your bookfets available 
here? Brother Pietsch and I have 


talked this over and have agreed 
that everything should be done to 
expedite getting your booklets 
out. We will cooperate together in 
this effort. 

May God abundantly bless you 
in your widespread ministry for 
Him.

times tempted to be puffed up be- 
cause a few great leaders and in- 
vestigators among us are beginning 
to know a little about these vast 
stellar worlds and_ interstellar 
spaces. But what about the God 
who planned them all and made 
them all? Our increasing discover- 
ies of tthe vastness of the physical 
universe ought to fill us with an 
increasing sense of our own noth- 
ingness in comparision with the in- 
finite greatness and majesty of 
Him who planned and made them 
all. But, alas, often-times it seems 
only to puff us up with pride that 
Wwe are so wise as to understand 
a small part of the ways and power 
of yon infinite God. 

2. The second fact that shows 
us the exceeding folly and des- 
replying 


troversy with God, of criticizing 
God, of condemning God, is the 
fact of the infinite and absolute 
holiness of God. “God is light, and 
in him is no darkness at all” (I 
John 1:5). God is the One, as 
I read in the Scripture lesson tto- 
night, in whose presence the sera- 
phim themselves, the “burning 
ones” (for that is what the He- 
brew word “seraphim” means), 
burning in their own intense holi- 
ness, must veil their faces and 
feet in that infinitely holy Pres- 
ence and keep continually crying, 
‘Holy, holy, holy, is the Lord God 
Almighty” (Isa. 6:3). God is the 
One in whose presence Isaiah, that 
holy man of old, covered his face 
and cried, “Woe is me! for I am 
undone; for I am a man of un- 
clean lips, and I dwell in the midst 
of a people of unclean lips, ... 
for mine eyes have seen the King, 
Jehovah of hosts.” God is the One 
in whose presence Job, the “per- 
fect man,” Job, who had stoutly 
maintained his integrity before all 
the persistent and united accusa- 
tions of his friends, when he got 
one glimpse of God face to face. 
overwhelmed with the sense of his 
own nothingness and vileness in 
comparison with the infinitely holy 
One, cried, “I have heard of thee 
with the hearing of the ear: but 
now mine eye seeth thee. Where- 
fore I abhor myself, and repent 
in dust and ashes” (Job 42:5, 6). 
Such is God. And “who art thou 
that repliest against God?” And 
what art thou? 

What are we all, the very best 
of us? Vile—the best of us is but 
a loathsome sinner. We may not 
yet realize the fact, but it is true. 
Our lives have been shot through 
and through by sin. Yet you un- 
dertake to stand in the presence of 
this Holy God, in whose presence 
the seraphim veil their faces and 
their feet, and reply against Him, 
to suggest what God ought to do, 
to enter into controversy with God, 
to criticize God for things which 
He has seen‘fit to do, to murmur 
against God. 

3. There is a third fact that 
shows us the exceeding folly. and 
desperate wickedness of replying 
against God, of entering into con- 
troversy with God, of criticizing 
God, of condemning God, and that 
is the fact of God’s infinite wis- 
dom. God is not only a Being of 
infinite. majesty and holiness. He 
is also a Being of infinite wisdom. 
We look up at the starry heavens 
above our heads, we look at these 
wonderful worlds of light that stud 
the heavens by night. We think 
of the overwhelming ‘things about 
their immensity and the incredible 
speed and momentum of their 
movements as they rush through 
space, and as we look up at them, 
if we are wise, we say, “Oh God, 
what a Being of infinite wisdom 
as well as majesty Thou art that 
Thou canst guide these inconceiv- 
ably enormous worlds as they go 
whirling through space with such 
incredible velocity and momen- 
tum.” And yet many of you here 
tonight do not hesitate to look 
up at that infinitely wise God who 
made these wonderful spheres of 


light, who guides the whole uni- 


verse in its wonderful, stupendous 
and bewildering course, and at- 
tempt to tell Him what you think 
He ought to do! Thou fool, art 
thou mad? No inmate of Patton 
ever did an insaner thing. “Who 
art thou?” The wisest man on 
earth is but a child; the wisest 
philosopher does not know much; 
the greatest man of science knows 
but very little. What he knows is 


almost nothing in comparison with 
what he does not know. What he 
does know, even about the ma- 
terial universe, is as nothing com- 
pared with what he does not know. 

How much does the wisest scien- 
tist know even about this small 
planet? What does he really know, 
for example, about earthquakes? 
Have you ever stopped to think 
of the fact that the most confi- 
dently believed science of one hun- 
dred years ago is regarded by all 
modern scientists as foolishness? If 
we are to judge the future by the 
past, the most confidently believ- 
ed science of today will be regard- 
ed as foolishness by the scientists 
of one hundred years hence, 

When I was giving special atten- 
tion to scientific study not so very 
many years ago, the nebular hy- 
pothesis was almost universally ac- 
cepted. But some of the most ad- 
vanced and reliable scientists of 
today are not only questioning it, 
but declare, at least in private, 
that it is exploded. What the scien- 
tists of a hundred years ago 
taught as being settled forever is 
known by our little children in 
the primary schools today as com- 
pletely disproven. What the best 
scientist of today thinks he knows 
to be a truth, a little child in pri- 
mary school one hundred years 
hence will know to be false. The 
best scientific knowledge of today 
will be regarded as foolishness: a 
hundred years from now, and the 
best scientific knowledge of one 
hundred years from now will be 
foolishness to the infinitely wise 
God. 

Suppose some child of thirteen 


-|or fourteen should take a book on 


philosophy setting forth the ripest 
product of the best philosophic 
thought of today and begin to 
criticize it, page by page. What 
would you think? Would you stand 
and look at the boy and say with 
unbounded admiration, “What a 
bright lad he is?’ No, you would 
say, “What a conceited idiot he is 
to undertake at his age with his 
limited knowledge to criticize the 
best philosophic thought of the 
day!” But he would not be so con- 
ceited an idiot as you or I would 
be were we to attempt to criti- 
cize an infinitely wise God, for 
we are far less than children com- 
pared with the infinite God. 

The most profound philosopher 
of today is but a little child com- 
pared with the inifinite God. And 
yet you, who do not make any 
pretensions of being a philosopher 
at all, take God’s Book, you a 
little child, an infant, take this 
Book which represents the best 
wisdom of God, and you sit down 
and turn it, page by page, and try 
to criticize it, and people stand 
and look at you and admire and 
say, “What a scholar!’ But the 
angels look down and say, “What 
a fool!” And what does God say? 
“QO man, who art thou that re- 
pliest against God?” “He that sit- 
teth in the heavens shall laugh; 
the Lord (the Almighty and the 
Eternal) shall have (you) in de- 
rision” (Psa. 2:4). 

4, There is a fourth fact that 
emphasizes the extreme folly and 
desperate wickedness of. replying 


against God, of entering into ton-. 


troversy with God, of criticizing 


God, or condemning God, and that, 


fact is that He is not only a Be- 
ing of infinite majesty, holiness, 
and. wisdom, but also a Being of 
infinite goodness and love. Why, 
man, you owe everything you have 
in the world to God. You owe your 
very existence to Him. You owe to 
Him your power to see, your pow- 
er to hear, your power to taste. 
You owe to Him your power to 
breathe, to live, to walk, to work, 
your power to enjoy this wonder- 
ful world which He has made, in 
which He permits and enables us 
to live. “Every good gift and every 
perfect gift is from above, and 
cometh down from the Father of 
lights, with whom is no variable- 
ness, neither shadow of turning” 


(James 1:17). 


The poorest of us, the most un- 
fortunate of us, has an immense 
deal for which to be thankful. You 
who seem to have very little have 
exceedingly much in comparison 
with nothing. Are you blind? Well, 
you can hear and taste, can you 
not? Are you deaf, dumb, and 
blind? Well, you can eat and en- 
joy your f can you not? The 


man who has all five senses would |: 
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be just as reasonable if he were 
to complain because he has not six 
as ,the man who has four senses 
would be to complain because he 
has not five. Thank God for what 
you have, rather than complain 
against God for what you have 
not. 

Suppose I should have found on 
Thanksgiving Day a poor, half- 
starved tramp and had taken him 
to my home, given him a good, 
well-cooked dinner of roast lamb, 
white potatoes, other vegetables, 
and pumpklin pie, and then he 
had gone and complained against 
me to some other tramp because 
I did not give him turkey and 
sweet potatoes, cranberry sauce, 
mince pie, and plum _ pudding. 
Would he not have been an_un- 
grateful cur? Yet not so ungrate- 
ful as you are when you complain 


at the God who has given you 
taste, and hearing and touch, and 


feeling, and many other blessings, 
because He has not perhaps, given 
you sight also. The poorest of us, 
the most suffering of us, have an 
enormous deal for which to be 
thankful and all of it came from 
God. 

Not only that, but you and I 
not only have these things that 
Wwe possess to be thankful for but, 
furthermore, every man of us has 
trampled God’s law under foot; 
every one of us has been a sinner 


justly condemned before God. But 


God, instead of dealing with us in 
stern wrath and judgment, as we 


all deserve, has not only given us 


all ‘these ‘blessings, but, in addi- 


tion, has given His own Son to 
die on the Cross of Calvary in our 


place. He has given His best be- 
loved, His dearest, His only be- 
gotten Son. But in spite of all that 


‘wondrous love that did not stop 
even at the sacrifice of His own 


Son, some of you presume to criti- 


cize God, who gave His Son to die 
for you. “O man, who att thou 


that repliest against God?” 
One of the’ greatest 


amidst a terrific storm of bullets, 


carried her lover to safety, then 
watched over him for days and 
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Italian 
statesmen of the last century, the 
greatest of his day but one, was 
devoutly loved in his youth by a 
young woman. When he entered 
the army of Garibaldi, this woman 
who loved him enlisted too and 
fought in the war by the side of 
her lover, just to be near him. 
One day he was shot and fell on 
the field of battle, and that wo- 
man who loved him rushed out be- 
neath a rain of bullets, lifted her 
fallen lover from the ground, and, | 


weeks until she had nursed him 
back ito health. Suppose he had de- 
serted her then, what would the 
whole world have called him? In 
point of fact he married her, but 
afterwards he divorced \her, and 
though he was one of the ablest 
statesmen of the century, Italy and 
all Europe, for all his brilliant 
gifts, never forgave him his treat- 
ment of the devoted woman who 
had risked her life to save his. 

But what has God done for you? 
The eternal God has consented 
that His heart should be torn and 
crushed to save you and me. Yet 
some of us dare to enter into con- 
troversy with this God of infinite 
love, to criticize that eternal God 
who consented that His heart be 
torn and bruised and crushed to 
save us. Oh, the desperate wick- 
edness, the amazing folly of reply- 
ing’ against a God of infinite ma- 
jesty, infinite holiness, infinite wis- 
dom, and, above all, of infinite 
love. “O man, who art thou that 
repliest against God?” 


II. Who Repliest Against God? 

But who is replying against 
God? Who is entering into contro- 
versy with God? Who is criticiz- 
ing or condemning God? Five 
classes are replying against God. 

1. First of all, the men and wo- 
men who complain of God’s pro- 
vidential dealings with them ‘are 
replying against God, are entering 


into controversy with God, are 
criticizing God and condemning 
God. Many a man or woman has 
said to me, “I think God is cruel.” 
“Why do you think He is cruel?” 
One replies, “He has taken away 
my husband.” Another, “He has 
brought me down from financial 
prosperity to financial failure. I 
once stood high in the business 
world. I now have to almost beg 
my bread, and I say God is cruel.” 
Another says, “If God is good 
why did He permit this awful dis- 
aster -or that which laid waste a 
beautiful city or nation? I think 
God is cruel.” 

You do? You do? You think God 
is cruel? Who is God? A Being 
of infinite majesty, a Being of in- 
finite holiness, a Being of infinite 
wisdom, a Being of infinite love, 
a Being who gave His own Son 
to die that you might be saved! 
“OQ man, who art thou that re- 
pliest against God?” 

But you say, “I do not under- 
stand it.” Why should you under- 
stand it? Who are you? If you 


iwere really wise you would not 


ask to understand it. If you had 
really good sense you would not 
feel any need of having it ex- 
‘plained. You would say, “I know 
God is infinitely good and infi- 
‘nitely wise. I know He is infinite- 
ly loving, too. I know He gave 
(Continued on page 5) 
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His Son tto die for me, and though 
I cannot understand it, neverthe- 
less it comes from God’s hand 
and I know it is all right.” “Naked 
came I (into this world) ... the 
Lord gave, and the Lord hath tak- 
en away; blessed be the name of 
the Lord” (Job 1:21). I do not ask 
to understand, I am perfectly con- 
tent to trust in the dark that God 
who is so infinitely worthy of my 
trust. 

I had two friends in England, 
very dear friends, who were beau- 
tiful Christians. They had a love- 
ly daughter. She grew to maiden- 
hood, and was. said to have been 
an unusually beautiful girl in both 
face and character. Some said she 
was the most beautiful character 
they had ever met. When this 
lovely daughter was seventeen or 
eighteen she was taken with rheu- 
matic fever, and, after awful suf- 
fering, died. The father and moth- 
er never complained. They kissed 
the hand that smote. Some time 
after this sorrow had befallen 
them I was talking with them 
about it and they told me how 
God had sustained them in that 
trying hour. Only a little while 
after this conversation their sec- 
ond daughter, now grown to wo- 
manhood, was also taken down 
with precisely the same malady, 
rheumatic fever. Her fever ran up 
to 107 and stayed there day after 
day, and she seemed beyond all 
hope. Then the mother’s faith 
gave way, and she said, “God is 
cruel to take my second daugh- 
ter, when I never complained 
about the first.” But God spared 
the child. She is well now, a de- 
voted Christian woman in very 
active Christian work. And that 
mother has repented of her 
wickedness. 

Oh, friends, it was wicked, very 
wicked. Our hearts were almost 
broken in sympathy during the 
days that child hung between life 
and death. Telegrams kept com- 
ing to me telling of her condition, 
and my heart bled for my friends, 
but nonetheless, I say that was 
wicked on that mother’s part to 
say, “God is cruel.” That was ex- 
ceedingly wicked, that was des- 
perately wicked, to call God cruel. 
That same mother lost all three 
of her sons and her husband in 
the later war, but she has never 
again whispered that God is cruel, 
I had a letter from her only the 
other day that was full of trust 
and hope. 

Some of you are passing through 
trials which, if the rest of us 
knew, would fill our hearts with 
sympathy and pain; but you are 
murmuring against God, and that 
is wicked, that is exceedingly 
foolish, that is desperately wick- 
ed; for “O man, who art thou 
that repliest against God,” against 
a God of infinite majesty, against 
a God of infinite wisdom, against 
a God of infinite holiness, against 
a God of infinite love, against a 
God who gave His only begotten 
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Son to die for you? But you say, 
I do not understand it.” Why 
should you understand it? Why 
should you ask to understand it? 
Who are you that God should ex- 
plain it to you? Oh, that we might 
always bear in mind who God is 
and who we are, and what God 
is, and what we are. 

2. Then there is a second class 
who are replying against God, who 
are entering into controversy with 
God, who are criticizing and con- 
demning God, namely, those who 
are criticizing this Book, and try- 
ing to pull this Book to pieces. 
This is God’s Word. That is thor- 
oughly established. When you 
criticize this Book you ecriti- 
cize God. But’ you say, “I do 
not believe it is God’s Word.” That 
does not alter the fact, not in ‘the 
least. It is His Word—there is 
abundant proof that it is His 
Word. I have proved over and 
over again in this place that this 
Book is the Word of God. This 
Book is God’s Word, and whoever 
ventures to criticize it ventures 
to criticize God. Never forget that. 
I repeat it, whoever Ventures to 
criticize this Book ventures to 
criticize God, and the one who 
criticizes God is guilty of exceed- 
ing folly and desperate wicked- 
ness. You say, “I do not like that.” 
I am sorry that you do not, for 
it is true, and I always feel pro- 
foundly sorry for the man or wo- 
man who does not like the truth, 
They are in a bad way. 

One night one of my workers in 
Minneapolis called me down to 
speak to a man who said that he 
was an infidel. “Why are you an 
infidel?” I asked. 

“Because I do not believe the 
Bible,” he replied. 

“Yes, but why do you not be- 
lieve the: Bible?” 

“Tt is full of contradictions,” he 
answered. 

“Show me one,” I quietly said, 
and handed him my Bible to find 
it. 

He said, “It is full of them.” 

“Well,” I said, “if it is full of 
them, you ought to be able to 
show me at least one.” 

“I don’t pretend to know as 
much about the Bible as you do,” 
he blurted out. 

I said, “Then what»are «you 
talking about it fonZy 

I turned him to.our Bible text 
of tonight, “O man, who art thou 
that repliest against God?” Then 
I turned him to Matthew 12:36, 
“Every idle word that men shall 
speak, they shall give account 
thereof in the day of judgment.” 
Then I said, “The Bible is God’s 
Word, and you have said it is full 
of contradictions, and in saying 
that you have condemned the Au- 
thor, you have condemned God, 
and Jesus said, ‘Every idle word 
that men shall speak, they shall 
give account thereof in the day 
of judgment,’ and you have criti- 
cized God, and you will have to 
give account of it in the day of 
judgment, of all these words, these 
idle words that you have just 
used.”

hours. You have ventured ito laugh 
at something in the Bible. When 
you did that, you laughed at God. 
You ventured to set up some opin- 
ion of yours against what God 
says in His Book. You ventured 
to enter into controversy with 
God, you ventured to criticize 
something in the Bible, and when 
you did that you criticized the 
Author of the Bible, you criticized 
God. “O man, who art thou that 
repliest against God?” 

3. There is a third class who 
are replying against God, who are 
entering into controversy with God, 
who are criticizing God, who are 
condemning God, and that is those 
who make light of the Bible doc- 
trine of salvation by atoning 
blood, the Bible doctrine that we 
are saved through tthe shedding 
of the blood of Jesus on the Cross 
of Calvary. That doctrine so fre- 
quently and so unmistakably 
taught in God’s Word is ridiculed 
today in many a so-called Chris- 
tian pulpit. Any pulpit that ridi- 
cules the doctrine of salvation by 
atoning blood is not a Christian 
pulpit. 

A very noted preacher in New 
York City, whose books have a 
wide sale, was reported to me by 
one who took down his words in 
his classroom to have said, “The 
doctrine of blood atonement is 
nauseating to me.” Any preacher 
who ridicules’ the doctrine of sal- 
vation by” atoning blood is not a 
minister of Jesus Christ, he is a 
minister of Satan, no matter how 
genial and amiable a man he may 
be. 

The Bible doctrine of salvation 
by atoning blood is ‘ridiculed in 
this day on every hand. Some 
preachers have said it is . foolish 
for me to preach this “old doc- 
trine.”. Well; it is an old doctrine, 
but it is a true doctrine. “And I 
would rather believe and teach 
the old that is true than the new 
that is false. I did not invent this 
doctrine. I do not know enough to 
invent it. I found it in that Book, 
and, thank God, I found it to be 
true in my own life; it saved me 
and I preach it, and it has saved 
thousands through my preaching 
of it. I preach it, but I did not 
invent it. God is the Author of 
this doctrine and when you criti- 
cize the preaching of it, you do 
not criticize me, you criticize God. 
It would be a matter of no great 
consequence for you to criticize 
me or my preaching. Why should 
you not criticize me? I am not 
infallible. I cannot see why I am 
not just as properly an object of 
criticism as anybody else. It does 
not harm me and it gives some 
people lots of fun. Sometimes it 
greatly helps me. But, ah, when 
you criticize this doctrine you are 
not criticizing me, you are criti- 
cizing God, and that is serious, 
tremendously serious. “O man, 
who art thou that repliest against 
God?” 

4. Then there is a fourth class 
who are replying against God, 
namely, those who complain of the 
Bible doctrine of endless punish- 
ment. This is not my doctrine. I 
did not get it up. Some say that 
it is a medieval doctrine. No, it 
is not a medieval doctrine. They 
did not originate it in the Middle 
Ages. It is the doctrine of Jesus 
Christ, taught by Him, not in the 
Middle Ages but in the first cen- 
tury. Why will people who try to 
pose as scholars display such ig- 
norance of the meaning of com- 
monly used words? 

Jesus Christ says distinctly in 
Matthew 25:41 that at the judg-

ment of the nations living on the 
earth when He comes again He 
will say to those on His left hand, 
“Depart from me, ye cursed, into 
the everlasting fire, prepared for 
the devil and his angels.” And, five 
verses farther down, He says, 
“And these shall go away into 
eternal punishment: but the 
righteous into life eternal.” Now, 
I did not invent that. That was 
in the Bible before I was born. 
Jesus said it eighteen centuries 
before I was born. I simply found 
it in the Bible and’ preach it be- 
cause it is there. 

I received a letter once from a 
Universalist preacher in New 
Hampshire, saying, “The doctrine 
you preach makes God a mon- 
ster,” you say that God is a mon- 
ster.” A lady in Liverpool wrote 


me, “I cannot conceive how a‘God |” 


of love should leave anybody 
to everlasting punishment.” Why 
should she conceive how a God of 
love should leave anybody to ever- 
lasting punishment? It, seemed to 
have never entered her head that 
anything she could not conceive 
could be easily conceivable by 
someone who knew more than she 
did. If she had had even a modi- 
cum of common sense she would 
have seen. at once that although 
she, with her very limited intelli- 
gence, could not conceive it, an 
infinitely wise God might have a 
thousand reasons for doing it, 
even though she could not see 
one. 7 

It has never dawned on some 
people that even God could by 
any possibility know more than 
they know. It never dawned on 
me for years, and in those days 
I was a Universalist. I thought 
that all men would ultimately be 
saved. I was a Universalist be- 
cause I had an argument for the 
ultimate salvation of everybody 
for which I could see no possible 
answer, and I thought if I could 
not see an answer, why, no one 
could. So I challenged anybody to 
meet me on the argument and an- 
swer it. I went around with my 
head pretty high and said, “I have 
found an unanswerable reason for 
Universalism.” I thought that I 
was a Universalist for all time and 
that anyone who was not a Uni- 
versalist was not well posted. 

One day it occurred to me that 
an infinitely wise God might pos- 
sibly ‘know more than I did. That 
had never dawned on me before, 
and it dawned upon me also that 
it was quite possible that a God 
of infinite wisdom might have a 
thousand good reasons for doing 
a thing, when I, in my finite fool- 
ishness, could not see even one, 
and my fondly cherished Univers- 
alism went up in smoke. 

If you get that thought, that 
an infinitely wise God may possi- 
bly know more than even you do, 
and tthat God in His infinite wis- 
dom might have a thousand good 
reasons for doing a thing, when 
you cannot see even one, you will 
have learned one of the greatest 
theological truths of the day, and 
one that will solve many of your 
perplexing problems in the Bible. 

Men try to lay hold of infinite 
wisdom and fancy that they can 
squeeze it down into the capacity 
of their pint-cup minds, and be- 
cause they cannot squeeze infinite 
wisdom into their pint-cup minds 
they say. “I don’t believe that book 
is the Word of God, because it 
has something in it that I cannot 
understand tthe philosophy of.” 
Why should you understand the 
philosophy of it? Who are you, 
anyhow? How much of a mind 
have you, anyhow? How long have 
you had it? How long are you go- 
ing to keep it? Who gave it to 
you? 

It is not our business to find 
out the philosophy of things; it is 
not our business to see the reason 
of things. It is our business to 
hear what God has to say, and 
when He says it, believe it, wheth- 
er you can understand the philo- 
sophy of it or not. 

When my children were small 
and ignorant I told them a lot 
of things that I could not explain 
to them because of the limitations 
of their minds, and there are a 
great many things that even God 
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cannot explain to you or to me 
because we do not know enough 
yet to have it explained to us, and 
God is too wise; I say it reverent- 
ly, to try to explain some things 
to a person who does not know 
more than you do. 


5. There is one more class that 
is replying against God, that is 
the men who, instead of accept- 
ing Jesus Christ as their Saviour 
and surrendering to Him as their 
Lord and Master and openly con- 
fessing Him as such before the 
world are making excuses for not 
doing it. Jesus says in John 6:37, 
“Him that cometh to me I will 
in no wise cast out.” God says in 
Revelation 22:17, “Whosoever will, 
let him take the water of life 
freely.” Anybody can come to 
Christ, and anybody who does 
come will be received and saved. 
Yet many of you, instead of com- 
ing, are making excuses for not 
coming. By every excuse you 
make you are replying against 
God, you are entering into con- 
troversy with God, you are con- 
demning God, who invites you to 
come. You cannot frame an ex- 
cuse for not coming and accepting 
Christ that does not condemn 
God. Every excuse that any mor- 
tal makes for not accepting 
Christ, in its ultimate analysis, 
condemns God. 

For example, some of you say, 
“T am too great a sinner to come.” 
But God says in I Timothy 1:15, 
“This is a faithful saying, and 
worthy of all acceptation, that 
Christ Jesus came into the world 
to save sinners.” And when you 
say, “I cannot come because I am 
too great a sinner,” you give the 
lie to God. He says you Can. 

Another says, “I cannot come 
because I am too weak to hold 
out in tthe Christian life.” But God 
says in Jude 24, “He is able to 
keep you from falling and to pre- 
sent you faultless before the pres- 
ence of his glory with exceedirig 
joy.” You say, “God cannot keep 
me.” God says He can. And when 
you say He cannot, you make God 
a liar and condemn God. Another 
says, “I cannot come because I 
have not the right kind of feeling.” 
But God says, “Whosoever will, 
let him come and take the water 
of life freely.” God says, “You can 
come,” and you say, “I cannot,” 
and that excuse condemns God. 
Every conceivable excuse the sin- 
ner makes for not coming to 
Christ at once, in its ultimate 
analysis, condemns God, and every 
man and woman who, instead of 
coming right to the Lord Jesus 
and accepting Him, surrendering 
to Him, confessing Him as Mas- 
ter and going forth to serve Him 
—everyone who is making an ex- 
cuse of any kind instead of ac- 
cepting Christ is replying against 
God. “O man, who art thou that 
repliest against God?”

sacrifice and the types and the 
records. 

But that isn’t all. We are justi- 
fied by His resurrection. The 
Scripture says that He “died for 
our sins”: and “was raised again for 
our justification” (Rom, 4:25). In 
other words, the Lord Jesus died, 
died like a sinner, but now He 
rose up and said, ‘Now I want 
everybody to know that was for 
John Rice. Put that to his credit. 
Put it down to John Rice’s credit 
that when he trusts in Me, his sins 
are all paid for. 

The Lord Jesus Christ died for 
our sins and He rose for our 
justification. 

Brother Garner, if Jesus had 
paid for your sins, but if He didn’t 
apply it to you and put it on the 
records, and stand there to see it 
was enforced, it wouldn’t do you 
any good; but Jesus rose for our 
justification. And anybody who is 
justified ...is...justified because 
Christ rose from thé dead. , 

Then, this Scripture makes it 
clear that not*onlyis Jésus .our 
justification, but He is our Medi- 
ator now, our .High Priest now, 
and “ever liveth to make inter- 
cession” for us according to the 
will of God. There are so many 
wonderful things about Christ as 
our High Priest, That is particu- 
larly true in the book of Hebrews. 
Hebrews 4:14-16 says: 

“Seeing then that we have a 
great high priest, that is passed 
into the heavens, Jesus the Son of 
God, let us hold fast our profes- 
sion. For we have not an high 
priest which cannot be touched 
with the feeling of our infirmities; 
but was in all points tempted 
like as we are, yet without sin. 
Let us therefore come boldly unto 
the throne of grace, that we may 
obtain mercy, and find grace to 
help in time of need.” 

I need a high priest who un- 
derstands. Sometimes I feel, ‘Oh, 
I hope God knows how weak I 
am!” Well, He does know, Psalm 
103:14, 13 say, “For he knoweth 
our frame; he remembered that 
we are dust.” “Like as a father 
pitieth his children, so the Lord 
pitieth them that fear him.” The 
only kind of a high priest who 
could do us any good is one who 
really knows what it is to be

tempted, And Jesus “was in all by 
‘ points tempted like as we are, 


yet without sin.” “For we have 
not an high priest which cannot 
be touched with the feeling of our 
infirmities.” The dear Saviour 
says, ‘Oh, the burning of tempta- 
tion! How subtle and wicked and 
strong is Satan to tempt these 
little ones of mine.’ We have an 
High Priest who knows all about 
it, who bore all the temptations 
and conquered them. So He is 
fit to be our High Priest. 

So, since Christ is our High 
Priest, the whole matter of ans- 
wered prayer for a Christian de- 
pends on that, because if Christ 
hadn’t risen, if He were not there 
at the right hand of God to inter- 
cede for us, we could not come 
boldly in time of need. The Scrip- 
ture says on the basis that Christ 
is our High Priest who under- 
stands all the burdens and sor- 
rows, “Let us therefore come bold- 
ly unto the throne of grace, that 
We may obtain mercy, and find 
grace to help in time of need.” 

I'am glad we have such an High 
Priest. I thank God we can come 
to Him and He intercedes for us. 
There are some people who pray 
to the Virgin Mary, “Holy Mary, 
Mother of God, pray for us sin- 
ners now and at the hour of our 
death.” I don’t need to go to 
Mary. I have somebody a million 
times better than Mary. I don’t 
need to go to the saints and pray 
to the saints and pray at the 
shrines and carry around a little 
image of some saint. I have some- 
body better than all the saints. 
No plaster images in churches for 
me, no little crucifix for me, no 
praying to the Virgin Mary for 
me. I have someone better than 
saints and statues and Mary. I 
don’t need beads and to pray my 
Ave Marias. I have One so much 
better and I can come boldly to 
Him and obtain mercy in time of. 
need. The dear Lord Jesus is my 
High Priest and “ever liveth to 
make intercession” for me. Isn't 
that wonderful? — 

So then, thank God, on account 
of Christ’s resurrection, I have an 
all-powerful High Priest. 

_I want you to notice another

thing that is quite clear here, that 
since this is so, I can be kept for- 
ever. My salvation depended up- 
on Christ’s resurrection and my 
eternal keeping depends on His 
resurrection, too. In the eighth 
chapter of Romans, the Scripture 
says, “Who is he that condemn- 
eth?” 

Somebody says that a Christian 
isn’t all that he ought to be. Well, 
I admit it. 

Somebody says, “You don’t de- 
serve Heaven.” All right, I never 
said I did. 

Somebody says, “You ought to 
have been in Hell a long time 
ago.” And I will have to say, “Yes, 
that’s right.” But wait! “Who is 
he that condemneth? It is Christ 
that died, yea rather, 'that is risen 
again,” who “ever liveth,” you see. 
Since the Lord Jesus rose from 
the dead to take my part, bear 
my burden before God, and take 
my place, thank God, I can be 
kept! That’s the reason the Bible 
says “kept by the power of God 
through faith unto salvation.” 
Thank God, I can say, “I am per- 
suaded, that neither death, nor 
life, nor angels, nor principalities, 
nor powers, nor things present, 
nor things to come, Nor height, 
nor depth, nor any other creature, 
shall be able to separate us from 
the love of God, which is in Christ 
Jesus our Lord.” It is a wonder- 
ful truth that Jesus is raised from 
the dead and is my Mediator, my 
Attorney. If anybody brings up a 
case in court in Heaven against 
me, I’ve got the best Attorney 
in the world. He never lost a case. 
He said, “I'll take that case, and 
if the Father says, ‘Well, this 
fellow is pretty bad, he’s done 
wrong,’ I'll say, ‘but I paid the 
whole business, and here is the 
record right here.’ I have a Medi- 
ator. I have a High Priest. I have 
a Go-Between who “ever liveth to 
make intercession” for us accord- 
ing to the will of God. And that 
means I am:safe. . 

Suppose the Lord had put it on 
this basis: “I will save you now by 
grace, now you will keep your 
salvation by works.” Wouldn’t we 
be ruined? Suppose the Lord 
should put it on this basis: “I 
will pay for your sins of the past 
the death on the cross, but the 
sins of the future you will have 
to arrange for by yourself.” 
Wouldn’t we be ruined? Listen, if 
the Devil can get one of God’s 
children, He can get every one 
of them, for there is no real dif- 
ference. We are all frail. Every 
Christian in the world has the 
seed of death in him, Every Chris- 
tian who lives long enough will 
get either gray hairs or be bald- 
headed! Every Christian who lives 
long enough will have decayed 
teeth or halitosis or dandruff or 
athlete’s foot. Every Christian in 
the world, if he does not live 
until Jesus comes, will die. 


I want you to see that the sin 
is in us, the seed of sin is in us. 

Every Christian here has failed 
somewhere. “If we say we have 
no sin, We deceive ourselves, and 
the truth is not in us” (I John 
1:8). If the Lord had just said, 
“T’ll save you by grace—the death 
of Christ will attend to that; but 
the rest of your life, you will have 
to fix up yourself if you — 
wrong,” We would be ruined! No, 
no! Bless God, Jesus died for all 
our sins, past, present and future, 
then He arose from the dead for 
all of us, and now “he ever liveth 
to make intercession.” If anybody 
comes and begins to condemn, I’ll 
say, “But Christ died and rose 
again.” “Who is he that con- 
demneth?” Christ died and rose 
again and ever liveth to make 
intercession for us, There is a 
wonderful boldness and joy when 
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Great Conference on Revival 
and Soul Winning. Jesus said, 
“Follow me and I will make you 
fishers of men” (Matt, 4:19). 

Jesus had some great lake ex- 
periences with His disciples!

you realize the real efficacy of the 
resurrected Saviour’s intercession. 
It is a wonderful thing to know 
that our High Priest ever liveth. 

I am not all I ought to be, but 
God knew that before Jesus died 
for me. God knew I wasn’t much 
before the Lord Jesus took me, be- 
fore I was converted. What God 
wants you to see is that the 
Saviour who died, died for all your 
sins—past, present and future, 
rose again to justify, and He ever 
lives to keep. Thank God for such 
a salvation and for such a Savi- 
our! That is made possible by a 
resurreeted, ever-living High 
Priest, Jesus Christ. 


II. Christ’s Resurrection Means 
Christians Have Resurrection Life 


The meaning of resurrection is, 
next, a resurrected life for us. 
Is Christ raised from the dead? 
Then, that means resurrected life 
for us. Jesus said, “I am the resur- 
rection, and the life:’’ He didn’t 
say. “I do the _ resurrecting,” 
though He does. Jesus said, “I am 
the resurrection.” You can’t have 
Christ without having resurrec- 
tion. If you have Christ, you have 
the life. You have the resurrection 
if you have Christ. It isn’t that 
Jesus will in some cases raise 
people from the dead. If you have 
Jesus, you have the resurrection. 
I have Christ, so I already have 
the resurrection, Thank God for 
that wonderful and blessed truth! 
I have the resurrected Saviour, 
and have resurrected life. 

This is Easter Sunday. Today 
we celebrate the resurrection of 
Christ. Some of us have trouble 
reconciling the fact that Easter 
changes every year. So We have 
one day in the year in which we 
bring the Easter lilies, and-all the 
women buy Easter hats, and 
everybody fixes up. So We repre- 
sent the resurrection, Thank God 
that on every Sunday we repre- 
sent a resurrected Saviour, The 
first day of the week is the day 
Jesus rose; and so instead of an 
Old Testament Jewish Sabbath, 
we have a New Testament Lord’s 
Day, which is not the same. We 
have a New Testament Lord’s 
Day, and it is a reminder that 
Christ rose from the dead. 

Do you know what they really 
mean? This is very sweet to me. 
Listen carefuly now, because here 
is a bit of deep Bible teaching. 
The Old Testament Jewish Sab- 
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bath was on the seventh day. “Six 
days shalt thou labour and do all 
thy work,” so the picture was in 
the Old Testament ceremonial] law 
—‘you do exactly right, and you 
keep the law perfectly in every 
detail all your life.’ 

Six is the highest human num- 
ber; seven is the divine number. 
So here the picture is ‘Live per- 
fect all your life and) you will 
gain Heaven.’ See? Everybody 
who didn’t ever do wrong, never 
failed God in anything—perfect 
and sinless and holy—can get to 
Heaven. That is the picture un- 
der the law. 


There is just one trouble about 
that. Nobody ever kept the law. 
There is only one trouble about 
that. Nobody ever did work for 
six days a week all his human 
life and do everything right. So 
God says, ‘All right, that is law. 
This is grace.’ So when Jesus died, 
He has this picture: “On the 
first day of the week” we have 
our rest day, our peace day, our 
memory of the resurrection day. 
Because when I come to Christ, 
then at once I have peace for- 
giveness and rest in my soul, 


Now, there is ‘the picture in 
the Old Testament of this. On the 
Passover, there began a special 
seven day period, and the first 
day of this feast of unleavened 
bread they were to have a Sab- 
bath, Then, finally on the seventh 
day they were to have a Sabbath. 
That means that when you have 
the blood on the door and partake 
of the Passover lamb, if it is 
grace instead of law, then you 
enter into your Sabbath at the 
very first and work for God the 
rest of your life, because you al- 
ready have your Heaven. Then 
when you leave this world, you 
enter into the other Heaven, In 
the New Testament the Scripture 
says, “There remaineth therefore 
a rest to the people of God” (Heb. 
4:9). That word rest is the word 
Sabbath in the original. So there 
remaineth a Sabbath to the peo- 
ple of God, and the Scripture 
shows that he that hath “ceased 
from his own works...hath en- 
tered into rest.” A man may well 


say, “I can’t make it, that law of 
working six days of perfect right- 
eousness before God and your 
neighbor and do all your work and 
earn the day of rest and peace,—I 
can’t make it” Then the Scripture 
says that he who quits trying to 
work his way to Heaven has en- 
tered into rest already. You see, 
one who has put his trust in Jesus 
Christ already has his heaven in 
his heart. 


Thank God, I’ll not have Heav- 
en after a while alone! When I 
get to Heaven, I’m going to feel 
very much at home because I 
already have Heaven. I have 
Christ, I have my sins forgiven, 
I have a new nature, I'll fit into 
Heaven fine. Thank God, I al- 
ready have my Heaven. 

So the Lord’s day is an Easter 
time, isn’t it? That means that 
a Christian already has the resur- 
rected Saviour. 

So a Christian ought to set out 
to live this kind of life. That is 
what Paul meant, and Paul lived 
this kind of life. That is what 
Paul meant when he said, “I count 
not myself to have apprehended: 
but this one thing I do,...I press 
toward the mark for the prize of 
the high calling of God in Christ 
Jesus” (Phil. 3:13, 14), as if I were 
resurrected from the dead. Paul 
says, ‘I ‘am already trying to live 
the resurrected life.’ Paul didn’t 
claim to be perfect, but he was 
sure having a good time living a 
resurrected life. He was a changed 
man. 

In Shamrgtk, Texas, one time 
big Clyde Barrow came to me, He, 
a drunkard, was wonderfully sav- 
ed. He was a fighting guy; weigh- 
ed a way over two hundred 
pounds. He was about six feet four 
inches high. That guy was pretty 
tough when he got drunk. Clyde 
would fight at the drop of a hat. 
He came to me one time after he 
was saved, and said, “Brother Pas- 
tor, something sure has happened 
to me.” 

“What's that Clyde?” 

“Last night some of the boys 
wanted me to drink with them, 
but I said, ‘No, I’m saved now.

In Dallas I was pastor of a large 
church which reached a member- 
ship of seventeen hundred people. 
Since I had a radio broadcast, 
multitudes of people looked to 
me. So when death came, I was 
often called. I have conducted as 
many as three funerals in a day. 
I have been by so many deathbeds, 
I’ve stood by so many open graves. 
I’ve had my own sorrows. As a 
child I stood by my mother’s open 
grave and my heart was buried 
there with her. I missed her so 
long and so heavily. I say, I’ve had 
my open graves; but listen, the 
grave is not the victory. I like 
that Scripture, “OO death, where 
is thy sting? O grave, where is 
thy victory?” Thank God, since 
Jesus rose from the dead, one of 
these days we shall rise also, 

Romans 8:11 says, “But if the 
Spirit of him that raised up Jesus 
from the dead dwell in you, he 
that raised up Christ from the 
dead shall also quicken your mor- 
tal bodies by his Spirit that dwell- 
eth in you.” 

In I Corinthians 15:17-23 we 
read: 

“And if Christ be not raised, 
your faith is vain; ye are yet in 
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your sins, Then they also which 
are fallen asleep in Christ are 
perished. If in this life only we 
have hope in Christ, we are of all 
men most miserable. But now is 
Christ risen from the dead, and 
become the firstfruits of them 
that slept. For since by man came 
death, by man came also the 
resurrection of the dead, For as 
in Adam all die, even so in Christ 
shall all be made alive, But every 
man in his own order: Christ the 
firstfruits; afterward they that 
are Christ’s at his coming.” 

You plant a garden; you watch 
it so anxiously. After a while 
when the first radish, or the first 
onion, or the first _bit of lettuce 
breaks the little crust of ground 
and comes through, you say, “Ah! 
it is all going to come up. It’s all 
going to come up!” Christ is the 
firstfruits, and He rose from the 
dead. Then all those who put their 
trust in Him will rise, too, 

“If the Spirit of him that raised 
up Jesus from the dead dwell in 
you, he that raised up Christ from 
the dead shall also quicken your 
mortal bodies by his Spirit that 
dwelleth in you” (Rom, 8:11). 
Christ is the firstfruits; that prov- 
es the rest of it. 

One of these days I will see my 
mother who went to Heaven forty- 
nine years ago. The Scripture 
says, “But I would not have you 
to be ignorant, brethren. concern- 
ing them which are asleep, that 
ye sorrow not, even as others 
which have no hope, For if we 
believe that Jesus died and rose 
again, even so them also which 
sleep in Jesus will God bring with 
him.” We don’t need to say, “I’m 
afraid that I’ll never see my loved 
ones.” There will be a giad, glori- 
ous resurrection and reunion be- 
cause Jesus rose. My mother will 
rise, too. I’ll rise like Jesus, and 
I'll have a body like Jesus had. 
My mother, my father, the saints 
of all the ages will rise for Jesus 
rose, and God will do the same 
for the rest of us. 

You know, the Lord Jesus and 
I are buddies. You know what I 
mean? I am not boasting. One of 
these days I am going to come up 
before the Father and I will have 
a robe on just like Jesus. His per- 
fect righteousness will be no more 
righteous than mine then. Isn’t 
that right? Even now, as he is, so 
are We in this world” (I John 
4:17). I thank God that if He a- 
rose, I will rise, If He arose, I will 
rise. I’m His, He is mine. His life, 
His power, His holiness, His good- 
ness is all transferred to my 
credit.
